There were groups of prople in the street
faiking about the Wickedest Man's unprece-
denled course, and some unfriendly feeting
townrd him wus discoverale, although toe
bainnee o fecling was decidedly in his favor.
We rapped at the docr, and 1t was opened by a
hale, clean-shaved, and clenn-shirted man, lo
bis ebire slveves, of muscular proporuous, wod
rather good-lookiug,

“‘Are you Johu Allen ? we asked,

Y es, sir," be replied,

“Are you the Wickedest Man in New York ¥

*Bome sensaiion reporters have called we so "
he responded; **bar [ don't conmder mesell
fuch, and my newgbbors douw’t either, There
isn't anybody in the woard that woull call
me g0."

Reporter—**How has the recent moloriety,
cecasioned by Mr, Dyer's wriicles, ndecied tne
business "

Reporter—What are you going at, now that
you've given up the dunce-house basiness ¥

Aflen—*"Can't say just now. Bball beciu to
look sround after wwhile, Am in no Lhurry,
Sha!! wall for thiygs to quiet down,”

Allen was perfectly trunk in his epeech and
mupner, lse & man who has made up his wind,
und sees his way clesrly. He went jato the
darce-house busmmess eeventeco yenra ago, he
suld, *merely ws n lurk—jast tor a lttle an,
intending to stay in it only for u
wonth or so; and there he has been ever since,

Eis tather, his brothers, and bis sisters—who
are @ll good Christian people, and of whom he
sgemws 1o be proud and foud—on tHuding hin
out, sought by every meaus 1u their power to
wiu hint from his nefarious business, and they
have cluug to Lim and follo #ed him with their
tedrs aoa their prayers during il those aeven-
teeu hopeless years—a remarkable instance of
fawily witection and fuitbtuluess,

Mr. Dyer, in big explorations ol the shady side
o! New York, first came upon Allen about two
yeurs pge. He at once became foterested in
nim, recognized him s the bell wether of the
whole dance-house flock, and set 10 work w
study bim vp, determined, it possible, to rescoe
the inu:ruﬂmu wietch, and get ham to help
bresk up the dance-house bosiness, When he
pot ready, and opportunily offered, Mr, Dyer
wrote hig first “‘Wickedest Man” article for
Pockard's Monthly. He almed the screed
directly at Jobhn Allen's heart—at whatlever of
tamily pride and parenial affeetion there might
be lett in him. It was & dead hit. It Alled the
“Wickedest Man with terror and shame, He
wept over it in ruge and moriitcation. His
family cave down on bum alresh. He learned
that bis sged father was stricken to the beart by
the article, and that his favorite brother huad
ininted wway on reading it. Wis pet son came
orying home from school, saying he woulds't go
uny more because sl the boys suld his father
wis the wickedest man in New York, His deu
was overron wilth respectable visitors to such au
extent as seriously to damage his busiuess, and
#0 he corsed the visitors and the “miscravle
Dyer” who had sent them there, aod raved, and
swmore, uod, 1o use his own words, *‘ruu on rum
Leavier than ever.”

AL Juet, Mr, Dyer's second “Wickedest Man?
article enwe out In the August number of
“Packurd,” at the close ot which he gives
Allen's prowise Lo quit bis busmuess by the drat
of May next, expresses his belief that be will
keep bis promise, und winds up by sayiug that
the Wickedest Mou In New York “shul yeét win
s name of which his chuldren, whom he 50 pas.

Fortupalely, this man bad segaclons Chrig-
flan friends to encourage hio in Lis good reso-
lutions, Dr. J. M. Ward, of Newark, N.J., o
gentlvwan of wealth sud culture, bas been un-
remitting o Liis #florts to win Allen lrom his
curver of gint uwnd Mr. Albert ©. Aruold, of the
Howard Misslon, has labored to the same end
with culightwned zenl aod inviaelble hope.
Two wecks ago Mr, Arnold accomwpanied Allen
bome to the “*Wickedest Man's" tsther's house,
where o family council bad been called for the
purpose of muking a determivned efort to lu-
duce him to quit his sbawefwl business, The

result was hopefol.  Allen retarned to the cily
deeply imoressed with aseuse of his duty to
his true-bearted, falthiul relatives, if not to
God avd deceney, Hin Iriends 1o the city fol-
lowed up the attuck.

Allen peuciled off the following card, waich is
a shight extension of the notice posted on s
door, and bunding it to us, requested its publi-
cation, It is as follows:—
